THE PLAGUE IN INDIA. 
A FRENCH VERSION OF BRITISH POLICY, 
The French Chamber had under diseug- 


sion a project recently to set aside a sum 


t 


of £250,000 for the payment of expenses 
occasioned by the epidemic of plague in 
India. . 

M. Francois Deloncle interposed to show 
tho negligence of the British authoritics. 
-| Tt is now well established, said M. 
Deloncle, that thy bubonic plague, originat- 
ing in Yunnan, was brought from Hongkon, 
to Bombay by the British opium steamers a 
‘The Government: of India, having to con- 
tend with one of tho worst famines of the 
century, the result of the bad administration 
of that empire, has done nothing to check 
the epidemic of plague. Europe has had 
to intervene, and Tightly fearing that the 
scourge might reach the Persian Gulf and 
Red Ses during the period of the Muséul- 
man Filgrimnages, Turkey, Russia, Egypt 
and France from the first took anergetic 
measures to Probie thesa pilgrimages to 
their respective subjects. England for a 
long tima was the only one who held out 
against this prohibition, Tho forco of 
public opinion and the meeting of the con- 
gress of Venice were necessary to extort 
from the Government of India the order for 
bidding any of hor subjects to embark either 
fur Mecca or for any of the holy places 
of the Shiah cult, At this same congress 
of Venice England ultimately accepted the 
establishment of an international sanitary 
police in the Red Sea and resigned herself 
to the provontive measures suggested by

EXPERIENCKS IN SIBERIA. 
‘ 4 LOW TYPE oF HUMANITY. 
Mr Harry De ‘Windt has reachod London 
on hia return from the Siberian shores of 


Behring Straits’ Mr De Windt’s enforced 
sojourn of aver two months among the 
Tehuktchia of North-Eastern Siboria has 
resulted in the discovery of sovoral in- 
teresting facta connected with the Siberian 
shores of Behring Struits—a region practical 
ly unknown save to, porhaps, adozen United- 
States whalers. ‘To 8 represcutatives of 
Renter's Agency Mr Do Windt gave some 
additional information regarding the 
Tchuktchis :— 5 \ 

The Siberian Tohaktehis are the lowest 
types of humanity I have ever mot.. At 
night-timo the inturior of their huts was 
highly suggestive of. scones from Dante's 
“Inferno” Every breath of air was ox- 
eluded, and twa or threa amnky scal-oil 
Tuinps (for heat) revealed seenos too «lis- 
gusting to describo. Although Koari lind 
received stores worth 300 dols. to put us 
onour way te Anadyisk, en route for St. 
Petersburg, all our storey wore seized and 
buried four days after our arrival, and we 
lived like the natives, although they oc+ 
casionally fed from our supplios, This 
coast in very sparscly inhabited. 1 was 
enabled to makes rough map, and found it 
to differ ossentially (a8 regards settloments) 
from those published in’England, The 
Tchuktchis aro nominally Russian subjects, 
but they acknowledge no Government and 

ay no taxes, Nona of them had evor 
Read of the Czar, A curious fncb con- — 
nected with these peoplo is the difference ~ 
of language. At a village not ten miles 
from Oumwaidjik the lunguage was totally 
difforont, and the natives of each settle- 
ment are unable to understand each other. 

Cuinwaidjik is certainly the most desolate 
spot in creation. There is not a treo or 
blade of grass for 400 miles inland —nothing 
but swamp and rock, The natives there 
die weekly of starvation and scurvy, and 
when I saw (as I often did) the poorer 
wretches devouring raw evaweed, I coased 
to wonder at their indifference to death. 
Tho most weird and interesting Tchuktehi 
eeromony is tho Kamitok. This is simply 
the putting to death (with their free con- 
sont) of aged or usvlusa members of the 
community., When a Tehuktchi's powers 
have decreased to on appreciahle extent, a 
family ‘council is held and nday fixed fur 
tho victim's departsra for anothor world. 
Perhapsthoniost curivus fouture ofthe whole 
affair is the ‘indifference showed by the 
doomedone, who takesa lively interestin the 
proceedings und ofton assists in tho prepar~ 
utions for his own death. The execution
